In case you missed the story o- 
ver the weekend, the young man in 
Austin who was accused of aiming 
a speeding car into a crowd of about 
300 street dancers, mostly hippies, 
was freed after a grand jury dis­ 
missed the charges. 
The young man was accused of 
driving his car slowly through the 
throng in the street that was blocked 
off for a street dance after per­ 
mission for the dance was turned 
down by city officials. 
Witnesses said that some rev­ 
elers began harassing the driver, 
as they had other motorists that 
night, and some sat on the back of 
the car. Suddenly the car accel­ 
erated, tumbling the youths off the 
rear. They said the driver reached 
a dead end, turned around, doused 
his headlights and then sped back 
into the crowd. He then shifted into 
reverse and gunned the auto back­ 
wards into the group again, finally 
striking a parked ice cream truck. 
"The situation, while regret­ 
table, was the result of a situation 
not of the accused’s making, and 
occurred during a period of confu­ 
sion such as would panic any indi­ 
vidual of ordinary 
temperament, 
and in the interest of justice we 
have voted a 'no bill, 
the grand 
jury said. 
We can only applaude the jury's

The fate of a State Minimum 
Wage bill is still in question in the 
closing days of the legislature but 
has been revived with some tricky 
bit of fast footwork and clever man­ 
euvering on the p a r t of S e n a t e 
sponsors. 
The Senate first passed a bill 
that included every worker in the 
state, with a beginning salary of 
$1. 25 and increases to $1.60. When 
the bill got to the House it was cut 
down to eliminate farm labor, ex­ 
empted businesses doing less than 
$150,000 gross volume annually, 
and included no escalation clause 
to raise the minimum above $1. 25. 
When the House bill got back to 
the Senate they gutted it and made 
it back into the original Senate bill. 
It will now go back to the House 
and if the House turns it down it will 
go to a conference committee of the 
two houses. Then it would be up to 
the two Houses to either pass or 
reject the bill that is worked out in 
conference. 
Since the bill will not have to go 
back before the House, where tile 
most opposition is, for consideration 
or discussion, though only for ap­ 
proval or disapproval, there is not 
much time for opposition to be heard. 
For those of us who have deal­ 
ings 
with 
the Federal Minimum 
Wage, the worst problem of a state 
bill, if it is anything like the federal 
bill, would be the people that enforce 
it. These people have more power 
and authority without court action 
t h a n any governing b o d y should 
possess. 
As w e have said here before, we 
realize that many people may be 
underpaid in parts of the state, but 
we still feel that a minimum wage 
bill that does not exempt part time 
workers, 
such as students, and is 
above $1. 25 will hurt a great num- 
ber of people.
